in the prosecution of the case in the e'vent sufficient evidence is 
developed. 

Agents Smith and Street are of the opinion that the 
presence of an assistant from the United States Attorney's office 
would lend prestige to this prosecution, and would greatly assist in 
bringing about favorable results. Agent Smith consulted w’ th Assis- 
tant United States Attorney, Hoy St. Lewis, who stated he would be • 
glad to assist the Attorney General in this case, if authorized by the 
Department to do so, therefore, it is suggested that you secture

Special Agent Blaie, just at this tiae, 
has sn inportant investigation, Tdiich Agejit Snith was 
handling at the time he was assigned to this office, and 
owing to the fact that there is sane delay on this Osage 
case, Soeoial Agent Blahe reouested that Agent Smith he 
allowed to complete his investigation. I have, ther^ore, 
tsOten the liberty of permitting Agent Smith to return to 
Ft. Worth to get his case in shape for the Crand Jury. 

I have' had this investigation up with the 
State Attornoy C-eneral, and hope to be able to advise you 
within the next few days whether it will be possible to 
get this in the state court without further delay. However, 
the State Attorney Gerorsl is still of the opinion that a 
proseoutor should be assigned by the Government to assist 
the state in the prosecution of these eases, and I presume 
you will advise me in due time whether such a course will 
be followed. 

Agent Burger is still mairing investigation 
on this case ar.d report has been prepared, which will follow 
In the next day or so. 

I realize that permitting Agent Smith to 
return to Dallas, Texas .without first seoirring authority,
